Trust: The foundation of who we are

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, Il
(AFNS) -- Standing for hundreds of years
as a symbol of strength and resolve, the
Great Wall of China extends for a formida-
ble 3,948 miles as the world’s longest man-
made structure.

That’s pretty impressive, but what does
the Great Wall of China have to do with trust
and the United States Air Force?

It all comes down to the foundation. In
the Sth century BC, when construction first
began, the wall was primarily built of mud,
stone and wood. These materials failed
to provide a lasting foundation and over
time, much of the structure crumbled away.
Several hundred years later, bricks and mor-
tar became the materials of choice. Today,
portions of the wall built on the stronger
foundation remain standing as one of the
Seven Wonders of the World.

The lesson learned from the Great Wall
is simply this: Start with a solid foundation.
The foundation supports everything else
and enables the structure to remain strong
over time.

Like any enduring structure, our Air
Force continues to thrive because it, too, is
built on a solid foundation. That foundation
is not composed of brick and mortar, but of
trust, the essential building block of our in-
dividual Airmen and organizational success.
Without it, the Air Force wouldn’t survive.
It’s just that important.

Our nation depends on us and entrusts
us with an incredible amount of respon-
sibility. Whether you’re an airman basic
or general officer, part of that responsibil-
ity is to always live up to the trust of those
who count on us to do the right thing. This

timeless truth was forever reinforced early
in my career as a young captain stationed at
McGuire Air Force Base, N.J.

An unforgettable flight

One of the responsibilities I had as a
C-141 Starlifter aircraft commander was to
transport nuclear material. During a mission
to Europe, the wing commander of the in-
stallation wanted to come aboard the aircraft
to see what was going on.

The trouble was he was not on the con-
trolled entry list. I respectfully explained to
the colonel that to come on board he would
need to be added to the list. This was not
what he wanted to hear. I’ll never forget
his next words to me, “I am the wing com-
mander and [ am going to enter the aircraft.”
I proceeded to tell him, “Sir, you can’t do
that; I’1l be forced to use the duress word.”
Well, that did not go over well. He said
some words I’d rather not repeat and briskly
walked away.

After that, I was certain I’d be in trouble.
But, as uncomfortable as the situation was, |
still had to fly the mission. The entire flight,
I worried that my once promising career
was now in jeopardy. Sure enough, upon
landing, I received a yellow sheet of paper
telling me to call my squadron commander
at home station. And as you can imagine my
mind went wild.

As it turns out, that wing commander did
call the numbered Air Force commander,
who called the USAFE commander, who
called the Military Airlift Command com-
mander, which led to a round-robin call
back down the chain to my squadron com-
mander. In short, my name was mud. Yet
when I talked to my squadron commander,
Lt. Col. Joe Patrazio, he said, “Ray, you did
the right thing.” I said, “But, sir,” and he cut

me off saying, “Ray, I trust you.”

Those four simple words had a lasting
impact. I learned that in the end, it all boiled
down to the unequivocal trust my com-
mander had placed in me to make the right
decisions, no questions asked. His trust em-
powered me to safely execute a nuclear mis-
sion, standing up to do the right thing at all
costs. It made me realize that while it’s easy
to trust yourself, as a leader, it’s critically
important to trust others, too.

In the Air Force, trust is implied be-
cause of who we are. I have always told my
Airmen, “I will give you the keys to my car
and let you drive my children downtown
because I trust you.” I know that because
you’re an Airman you will act with integrity
at all times, and I wouldn’t want to operate
any other way.

By trusting our subordinates, we empow-
er them to do the right thing, backing them
up with a solid foundation that strengthens
their resolve. Today, that foundation of trust
is more important than ever. We trust our ex-
plosive ordnance disposal technicians to ex-
ecute their mission by the book and keep our
forward operating bases safe across the area
of responsibility. We trust security forces to
remain alert and focused 24-7.

We trust that our intelligence analysts,
tacticians and weather forecasters will ac-
curately assess mission conditions and pre-
pare our crews. We trust our maintainers and
aircrews to operate safely and effectively on
every single sortie. The list could go on and
on because every single Airman is entrusted
to be ready whenever our nation calls.

Trust is that powerful. By trusting oth-
ers, and living up to the trust others place
in us, we enable our Air Force to withstand
the test of time. Trust is the foundation of
everything we do, it’s just that simple.

“With the weather being unfavorable at
times, the 509th Force Support Squadron set
out to find a way to alleviate overcrowding in
the fitness center cardio room,” said Michael
Taylor, Air Force Global Strike Command,
509th FSS Fitness Center director.

Mr. Taylor said as classes become
available, the CAC, Fitness Center and the
Whiteman Connection will advertise sup-
porting information. A minimal fee will be
charged for aerobic classes to pay contracted
instructors.

Mr. Taylor said there will be an opportu-
nity for units to use the annex for unit physi-
cal training if times are open.

“The community center staff has em-
braced this new venture in their facility and

look forward to the new addition augment-
ing their already outstanding programs,”
added Mr. Taylor.

Fitness center staff and CAC staff will
join efforts in maintaining the annex.

“We are very excited to host the fitness
annex and help with Team Whiteman’s
overall fitness,” said Connie Koch, CAC
director. “We are able to continue all CAC
activities as well as welcome the added re-
sponsibility of the fitness annex.”

Fitness center staff will work Ilater
hours, allowing the annex to be very ac-
cessible.

The explosive ordnance disposal career field places
technicians in dangerous situations in which they safely
handle live explosives on a daily basis. One Whiteman
Airman performed such tasks in order to protect his fel-
low servicemembers and the Iraqi people.

Airman 1st Class Joshua Miller, 509th Civil Engineer
Squadron, explosive ordnance disposal technician left
this Air Force Global Strike Command Base to serve at
Sather Air Base, Iraq from January to August 2010.

EOD operators perform a variety of missions both
inside and outside the wire, according to Master Sgt.
Michael Shumate, 509th CES superintendent of EOD
flight. Inside the wire; they are responsible for base re-
covery operations, training base populace and providing
valuable evidence to the intelligence community to as-
sist with targeting bomb makers. Outside the wire; they
perform route clearance, improvised explosive device re-
sponse, post blast analysis and cache clearance.

“l did everything from rendering safe IED’s and
collecting evidence to doing post-blast analysis,” said
Airman Miller. “I also disposed of more than 22,000
hazardous items totaling more than 9,700 pounds of
explosives.”

Airman Miller said he was attached to the U.S. Army’s
4-2 Strike Brigade and also worked in partnership with

the 6th Iraqi Army Bomb Disposal Company, teaching
them robotics and techniques.

He said his deployment was unlike his mission here.
Most of the work he did was outside of the wire, making
his missions riskier.

Airman Miller’s missions helped bring safety to not
only other military members but also Iraqis. He was de-
ployed during the Iraqi presidential elections, where he
worked 48 hours straight, ensuring all residents were safe
to cast their ballots at the polls.

“Our job is to save lives, whether it is on-base from
a rocket attack or outside the wire taking care of the dan-
gerous road side bombs or caches,” said Airman Miller.
“By taking care of the explosives we mitigate the hazard
to both the civilian population and coalition forces.”

By removing hazards created by unexploded ordnance
Airman Miller was able to transform dangerous situations
into safe ones, saving many lives along the way.

He said he was on the last Air Force EOD combat ro-
tation in Iraq, as part of the drawback phase.

Sergeant Shumate said Airman Miller is a great
Airman and is glad he returned.

“He is a solid performer,” Sergeant Shumate said. “He
consistently produces high quality work with minimal su-
pervision. I know he will continue to do great things for
his career field.”

“I was happy to be back and see my wife, family and
friends,” Airman Miller said. “I missed them so much.”

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Little teeth,

According to many dentists, deciduous
(baby) teeth play a critical role in the devel-
opment of a child’s mouth. Unfortunately,
not many individuals realize how important
these teeth really are.

Baby teeth are just as crucial to the prop-
er development of a child as adult teeth.
Baby teeth begin forming during the sixth
week of pregnancy, but do not become vis-
ible in the mouth until around six months
of age. These teeth are important for several
reasons. Without a fully functioning set of
teeth, a child cannot chew food they needed
to receive proper nutrients for growth. This
can lead to malnutrition and several other
issues.

Baby teeth are also needed to save space
in the jaws for permanent teeth. This is a
must for proper alignment of teeth. Without
space maintenance, teeth can be severely
crowded or spaced. A child’s speech devel-
opment can also be greatly affected by the
early loss of teeth or space maintenance
problems.

Quality of life is another reason to en-
sure the health of baby teeth. If a child has
untreated decay, pain will eventually arise.
Regardless of age, an individual’s quality of
life can be severely diminished when pain
is involved.

Proper home care and sound oral hygiene
habits help to ensure that a child’s baby
and permanent teeth are always healthy. A
child’s teeth should be brushed at least twice
a day using a pea-sized amount of tooth-
paste if they are able to spit on their own. If
they are not able to spit, use only water for
brushing.

Flossing should begin at an early age.
Dentists recommend beginning as soon as
the first two teeth touch. While this may
not be an easy habit to maintain at first, it
gets easier as children get older. Regular
dental visits should also be scheduled. The
American Dental Association recommends
children be seen by a dentist as soon as his
or her first tooth erupts, but no later than the
first birthday.

The health and maintenance of baby
teeth is critical to the overall development
of a child.

Carbon monoxide:
An invisible threat

ccording to the Department of

Homeland Security, each year in
America, unintentional carbon monoxide
poisoning claims more than 400 lives and
sends another 20,000 people to hospital
emergency rooms for treatment.

Carbon monoxide is produced whenev-
er fuel such as gas, oil kerosene, wood or
charcoal is burned. If appliances that burn
fuel are not working properly or used incor-
rectly, dangerous levels of CO can result,
according to the Environmental Protection
Agency.

This odorless, colorless gas makes it im-
possible to see or smell the toxic fumes, kill-
ing people before they are even aware it is
in their homes.

Timothy Robinson, 509th  Civil
Engineer Squadron fire prevention in-
spector, said luckily there hasn’t been
any deaths from CO here. However, dur-
ing the winter months the fire department
had more than 200 calls concerning CO
problems.

“The winter months are especially dan-
gerous,” Mr. Robinson said. “If a fuel-burn-
ing appliance leaks CO, the gas accumulates
due to the lack of ventilation.”

He said carbon monoxide poisoning is
especially dangerous because its symp-
toms are headaches, dizziness, nausea and

shortness of breath, which are similar to
those of the flu or food poisoning, making it
difficult to pin-point CO as the cause.

“The more unhealthy a person is, the
harsher the symptoms,” said Mr. Robinson.
“Children, elderly people, and those with
anemia or a history of heart or respiratory
disease are more susceptible to the gas.”

Mr. Robinson says prevention is the key
to avoiding CO poisoning.

“All base housing here has CO detectors,
but the best way to avoid CO poisoning is
to stop a leak from fuel maintained appli-
ances,” said Mr. Robinson. “If you don’t
have a detector already, it would be good to
get one just in case. I recommend purchas-
ing one with an Underwriters Laboratories
certification.”

If a gas leak is detected, or event suspect-
ed, Mr. Robinson suggests calling 911 and
evacuating the building immediately.

“Go to a neighbor’s home and wait for
the fire department,” Mr. Robinson said. “If
you think you might have CO poisoning, go
to the emergency room.

“It is our job to keep the Whiteman
Team safe,” he said. “I want to give them
as much information as I can to help the
base populace be not just safe, but also
healthy.”
